SAN FRANCISCO (U Ph - A 
federal grand jury will attempt to 
decide whether kidnaped I’atricia 
Hearst was a willing member of a 
nine-person team that invaded a 
branch bank and made off with 
$10,960. 
U.S. Attorney James L. Browning 
Jr. said Wednesday that the grand 
jury 
was 
looking 
into 
“ the 
voluntariness” of Miss Hearst in 
Monday’s robbery which ended with 
two bystanders suffering bullet 
wounds. 
Meanwhile in Washington, D.C., 
U.S. Attorney General William B. 
Saxbe said he felt Miss Hearst was 
an active participant in the holdup 
and was a “ common criminal.” 
The parents of Patricia Hearst 
attacked U.S. Attorney General 
William B. Saxbe today for labeling 
their kidnaped daughter a “ common 
criminal.” 


“ To call her a common criminal is 
irresponsible,” Hearst said in a 
news conference at his suburban 
Hillsborough home. 
He 
said 
Saxbe’s 
statement 
Wednesday in Washington confirms 
“ our original view that the man 
made irresponsible statements and 
evidently talks off the top of his head 
when he should be listening.” 
“ Pm 
terribly 
surprised 
and 
saddened that the Attorney General 
of 
the 
United States 
would 


characterize Patty as a common 
criminal when she’s never been 
convicted of a crime,” Mrs Hearst 
said. 
Browning had said Miss Hearst, 
abducted Feb. 4 from her Berkeley 
apartment 
by 
the 
Symbionese 
Liberation Army, might have been 
coerced into participating in the 
holdup to convince authorities and 
the public she was converted to the 
philosophy of the revolutionary, 
underground organization. 
But in a Wednesday statement he 
said, 
“ I 
have 
consistently 
maintained that evidence may show 
all participants in that robbery were 
acting freely and voluntarily. After 
the grand jury has heard all 
available evidence, 1 will abide by 
their decision.” 


Saxbe said he concluded Miss 
Hearst 
“ was 
not 
a 
reluctant 
participant” in the robbery. He 
explained he based his opinion on 
“ the way she behaved, the number 
of people in the bank who observed 
her behavior, the testimony of 
witnesses and the actions in the 
bank.” 
Miss Hearst was one of four 
women who entered the bank. They 
were armed with automatic rifles. 
One man, identified by the FB I as 
Donald 
DeFreeze, 
accompanied 
them inside. Investigators said four 
men waited outside the Hibernia 


Bank branch in getaway cars. 


There were those who believed 
Miss Hearst was coerced into 
participating in the crime because 
rifles had been pointed at her. But 
the bank manager and a guard said 
they 
felt 
she 
was 
an 
active 
paiiicipant. 


DeFreeze escaped from Soledad 
State Prison and was believed to be 
“ Cinque” 
identified 
in 
tape 
recordings sent to the Hearst family 
as the leader of the SLA. He was 
named in a federal warrant in 
connection 
with 
the 
Hibernia 
holdup. 


Meanwhile, 
Alameda 
County 
authorities named four persons as 
being members in the SLA. District 
Attorney Lowell Jensen filed a 
perjury complaint against them on 
grounds they gave false information 
in obtaining driver’s licenses. 


They were identified as William 
T. Harris, 29, Oakland, Calif., his 
wife, Em ily, 27, Angela Atwood, 25, 
Oakland, and William L. Wolfe, 23, 
Oakland. 


Investigators said the residence of 
the Harris’ and Miss Atwood was a 
known hangout for SLA members.

Planners reject subdivision 
on ag land, cite water impact

The 
battle of proposed 
new 
country subdivisions of so-called 
“ ranchettes” in the rural hills east 
of Los Olivos in Santa Ynez Valley 
raged once more on the County 
Planning 
Commission 
level 
Wednesday. 
This 
time 
environmentalist- 
oriented 
opponents 
of 
such 
developments came out the victor 
as the commission voted 5-4 to 
reject 
the tentative map of the 
proposed 42-lot Rancho Ynecita 
project programmed on 849 acres. 


One of three such developments 
proposed in the area of Los Olivos 
and Santa Ynez on agriculturally- 
zoned lands, the Rancho Ynecita 
project seemingly was defeated 
Wednesday over findings indicating 
severe 
adverse 
environmental 
impact such a project would have on 
the declining water basin serving 
the Santa Ynez Uplands. 
Dr. 
Milton 
V. 
Duncan, 
of 
Lompoc, dean of the commission, 
cast what could be interpreted as 
the deciding vote against the project 
when he supported the position jof 
four members who constitute what 
is known as the “ environmentally- 
oriented bloc” on the planning body. 
Dr. Duncan indicated he felt there 


had to be an end some time to the 
building of residential projects in 
rural areas. 
County authorities previously had 
approved the tentative map of a 
proposed 63-lot development by 
Fillmore Condit in the same area 
which has not yet gotten a final 
okay, and a 112-lot Woodstock Ranch 
development which has gone to 
record. 
There were these developments in 
the lengthy and at times torrid 
planning commission hearing; 
— Uplands water basin expert Gil 
La Freniere skirmished verbally 
with Commissioner Robert Lilley, 
of Lompoc, telling Lilley at one 
point he was injecting a “ red 
herring” into the discussion by 
challenging La Freniere’s findings. 
Lilley claimed among other things 
that there had been no finding 
presented on quality of the water in 
the uplands basin. 
— La Freniere, author of a U.S. 
Geological Survey study on the 
basin, 
contended 
that 
the 
cumulative effect of the increasing 
subdivision projects on the basin 
would be to cause further mining of 
the underground supply that is the 
basis for continued agriculture in 
the area.

High Court reopens suit 
for Kent State shootings 


CLEVELAND (U PI) - The U.S. Supreme Court ruled Wednesday that 
families of students shot by Ohio National Guardsmen in a 1970 antiwar 
demonstration at Kent State University can press civil suits against 
guardsmen and involved state officials. 
The 8-0 decision reinstated for lower court action two federal civil suits 
seeking a total of $11 million in damages from state, school and military 
officials. Four students were killed and nine others were injured when 
National Guardsmen fired on students demonstrating May 4, 1970, against 
U.S. military involvement in Cambodia. 
Previously, the 6th U.S. Circuit Court of Appeals had dismissed the suits, 
citing both a common law doctrine of executive immunity and the 11th 
Amendment to the Constitution.

In the afterglow of a Michigan 
Republican congressional disaster, 
in a district personally hand-shaked 
by President Nixon, 13th District 
Representative 
Robert 
J. 
Lagomarsino said yesterday that 
it’s too early to tell what the impact 
of Watergate will be on his month- 
old House seat. 
But 
the 
local 
freshman 
congressman, elected March 5 to fill 
the 
unexpired 
term 
of 
late 
Congressman Charles Teague, said 
he’s optimistic about running in 
November in a reapportioned 19th 
congressional 
district 
that will 
include 
democratic 
bastions 
in 
Goleta and Oxnard. 


As for the president’s published 
offer 
to 
campaign 
for 
any 
republican 
candidate, 
he said, 
“ Well, I didn’t ask him last time, so 
I don’t know why I would now.” 


Of Watergate’s influence at the 
polls in November, Lagomarsino 
predicted, “ something will happen 
to it one way or the other by then or 
if it doesn’t, it will be because the 
other party drags their heels and 
that won’t go over very well.” He 
forecasted a diminishing impact of 
the scandal or Republicans though, 
he added, “ I think this (Watergate) 


will be something we’ll hear about 
for years and years and will read 
about in history books and the rest 
of it.” 
But this district’s California state 
senator for the last 12 years urged 
voters here to “ get away” from 
“ Watergate, quote-unquote.” 
Terming himself now “ the senior 
most junior of all congressmen” 
after yesterday’s upset Michigan 
triumph 
of 
Democrat J. 
Bob 
Traxler, Lagomarsino added that if 
elections across the country follow 
the one in Michigan, with four out of 
five 
republican 
districts 
going 
democratic, then we “ will have a 
congress that’s entirely controlled 
by the large labor unions.” 
“ I think they (the people) also 
might remember that the principles 
they voted for in 19721 think are still 
pretty important and 1 think most 
people 
still 
believe 
in 
those 
principles even if perhaps they’ve 
lost, as some may have, some 
confidence 
in 
the 
president 
himself,” he asserted. 
Speaking 
again 
of 
his 
own 
congressional battle in November, 
Lagomarsino 
summarized 
that, 
“ Probably the best thing I could 
say, or the most accurate thing, is 
that it’s really too early to say, but 
I’m pretty optimistic about it.”

Nixon says country 
must regain 'destiny' 


W ASHIN GTO N 
( U P I ) 
- 
President Nixon said today that 
America must regain its sense of 
national destiny and lead the world’s 
search for peace. 
In a patriotic type speech to 4,5(X) 
members of the Daughters of the 
American Revolution (DAR) at 
their “ Continental Congress” in 
colorful, flag-bedecked Constitution 
Hall, the President recounted the 
wars of this century, and said the 
nation rpust meet the challenge “ to 
provide the leadership so the next 
generation 
can 
be 
the 
first 
generation in a century that does not 
have a war.” 
The 
President 
spoke for 
25 
minutes, concentrating entirely on 
the nation’s leadership in world 
peace efforts. He did not refer to 
Watergate, the House impeachment 
investigation or domestic politics. 
“ There is no other nation in the 


free 
world 
today, 
among 
the 
industrial powers that can assume 
the leadership,” he said. 
Nixon said the great strength of 
the American Revolution was that it 
was 
“ a 
continuing 
revolution 
throughout the 200-year history of 
our nation,” and that America has a 
sense of great mission. The United 
States, 
he 
said, 
“ stood 
for 
something 
more 
than material 
strength and wealth” and must 
continue that responsibility. 
“ America came into the world not 
just 
for 
ourselves 
but 
the 
contributions we could give to all of 
mankind,” he said. 
Nixon brought cheers from the 
beribboned delegates when he said : 
“ At a time when so much 
attention is given to those who 
deserted 
America, 
let’s 
give 
attention to those 2Vz million who 
served America in Vietnam.” 


Young hiker 
plucked off 
forest cliff 


A 20-year-old student and amateur 
mountain climber was plucked from 
a 500-foot-high cliff this morning 
after a night spent clinging to a 
narrow 
ledge 
of 
stone 
near 
Lake in the Los Padres National 
Forest. 
Fred Knorr of Michigan was 
brought to safety at about 9:45 a.m. 
and taken to a hospital in the Santa 
Barbara area by members of the 
sheriff’s Search and Rescue unit 
who had climbed to his aid. Initial 
reports indicated Knorr was not 
injured, but was suffering from 
exposure and a severe case of 
bronchitis. It was the latter medical 
condition that led searchers to bring 
him out by helicopter instead of 
lowering him away to safety. A 
sheriff’s 
department 
spokesman 
said it 
was their belief that the 
exertion of an overland rescue 
would be too taxing on Knorr’s 
physical resources. 
The spokesman located the cliff 
area as a mile west of Gibralter and 
about two miles from the Red Rock 
area. 
First word that Knorr was in 
trouble came at 7:53 p.m. yesterday 
when Lauren Eckhous, 19, who is 
reportedly 
a 
resident 
of 
the 
university area of Goleta, called the 
sheriff. The woman reportedly told 
deputies that she had voice contact 
with Knorr after 
he became 
stranded, but that that contact was 
broken and she feared for Knorr’s 
safety. Search and Rescue units 
were called immediately. 
There was an unconfirmed report 
that 
Knorr 
was 
an 
amateur 
mountain climber and had climbed 
into the rugged terrain on a practice 
run 
in 
preparation 
for 
some 
mountain climbing this summer. 


Rodino says 
House means 
'business' 


WASHINGTON (U PI) - Rep. 
Peter W. Rodino, D-N.J., chainnan 
of the House Judiciary Committee, 
said today “ we mean business” in 
demanding tape recordings of 42 
presidential 
conversations. 
A 
refusal to fully honor the panel’s 
subpoena could be considered an 
impeachable offense, he said. 
The committee, which Rodino 
said will begin hearing evidence in 
its impeachment probe about May 7, 
issued a subpoena last week giving 
the White House until April 25 to 
turn over taped conversations be­ 
tween President Nixon and various 
top aides in February, March and 
April of last year. 
The White House has promised to 
supply 
a 
“ conclusive 
and 
comprehensive” answer by early 
next week, but some aides have 
indicated that conversations dealing 
with national security and non- 
Watergate 
matters 
would 
be 
screened out. 
Rodino was asked during an 
interview on the NBC-TV Today 
Show if the reported White House 
editing strategy was satisfactory to 
the committee. 
“ No,” he replied. “ This would 
mean that the White House would be 
making the final determination. 
This could not be a proper inquiry, a 
comprehensive inquiry i^ess we 
were to make the determination as 
t: 
what 
is 
necessary. 
The 
committee in the last instance is the 
determining factor. That’s the way 
it’s going to be.” 


Asked what kind of inessage the 
committee was attempting to give 
the White House, Rodino replied: 
“ We 
have to 
indicate quite 
strongly that we mean business and 
that the House has given us this 
authority and therefore this would 
be a refusal not only to comply with 
the request of the committee but 
with the House of Representatives 
as the sole power to inquire in 
impeachment proceedings.”

The reason is the county 
has no less than 102 percent 
of its 1972 gasoline quota for 
April, along with 90 per cent 
of the 1972 quota for April 
for diesel oil. 


Actually, it appeared the 
county could have received 
and stored much more fuel 
in recent weeks if it had the 
storage capacity. 


Count y 
a u t h o r i t i e s 
confirmed that the county 
had to pass up a 17,000 
gallon emergency allocation 
of gasoline — a one-time 
allocation approved by the 
state energy office because 
of lack of needed 10,000 


gallon gasoline tanks 
All 
the county’s existing tanks 
were full at the time. 
Gasoline 
storage 
tanks 
are particularly needed in 
Santa Maria and Santa Ynez 
Valley areas, said Stickney 
The Santa Ynez road yard 
has a 1,000-pllon storage 
tank which is filled about 
every third day At Santa 
Maria Airport property the 
county has a 3,000-gallon 
tank that also is fjlled up 
every few days The county 
could get gas at a discount 
of six cents less per gallon 
than it gets now if it could 
buy gas in bigger quantities, 
it was shown. 


The county had no room 
last month for 23,000 gallons 
of 
gasoline it could have 
stored, Stickney said. 


Meanwhile, the Board of 
Supervisors has authorized 
the purchase of a 10,000 
gallon diesel fuel tank for 
the 
county 
landfill 
at 
Tajiguas west of (ioleta 
The money will come from 
revenue sharing funds with 
the cost estimated at about

Secretary Maurice H. Stans 
testified today that "on my 
oath I never did anything to 
help Robert Vesco in any 
way and I never asked 
anyone to do anything to 
help Robert Vesco.” 
He flatly denied that he 
had conspired with former 
Attorney General John N. 
Mitchell to impede a federal 
investigation 
of 
the 
international financier in 
return for a $200,000 cash 
contribution by Vesco to the 
1972 Nixon campaign. 
He also denied lying to the 
grand jury that indicted the 
two former Nixon cabinet 
members. 
Testifying calmly but em­ 
phatically in a soft voice as 
the end of the Mitchell-Stans 
trial neared, the former 
Midwestern accountant and 
self-made millionaire also 
told the jury of the critical 
illness of his wife, Kathleen, 
during much of the time 
covered by the indictment, 
detailing 
how 
he 
had 
restricted his work schedule 
in 
order 
to 
spend 
all 
weekends and all evenings 
except Monday and Tuesday 
with her in Walter Reed 
Hospital in Washington. 
Mrs. Stans contracted a 
rare 
blood 
disease 
in 
August, 1972, and was near 
death at times until mid- 
December. 
She 
returned 
to 
the 
hospital in January 1973 
with hepatitis and returned 
again in May with another 
form of hepatitis. 
Federal judge Lee P. Ga-

So I am unaltered, as they say, in my opposition to 
girls joining a little league. 
I have never smoked, never been drunk, never lied, 
never cursed, never cheated (except when called for) 
since I was in the Little League. It’s all because there 
were no girls to lead me down the primrose path as a 
youth. I never strayed from the base path, as dirty as 
it was. 
In 
today’s 
world, 
who 
knows, 
the 
young 
impressionable boy might learn foul habits from 
girls— like wearing lipstick or putting his hair in 
curlers (By the way, 1 wonder where Dock Ellis of the 
Pirates played his Little League). 
There are many other solid arguments against girls 
joining the Little League which some courts just don’t 
seem to understand. A few courts are permitting girls 
to play on the same team with boys. 
For one thing, girls could get hurt. What if a line 
drive hits one in the chest?

non-military, true or false. 
We definitely agree with Ben Bradlee, 
executive editor of the Washington Post, 
who said this week that the goal of such 
legislatio n 
is 
the 
“ p ra c tic e 
of 
dictatorships, not democracies. ” 
Bradlee, whose newspaper revealed the 
extent of the Watergate affair, stated that 
the legislation would emasculate freedom

of the press and prevent disclosure by the 
media of such government scandals as the 
Watergate affair. 
The reform act introduced is also a 
measure designed to make sure that an 
episode, such as the printing of the 
Pentagon Papers, will never occur again. 
It is definitely apparent that the reform 
act, if approved, would be an extremely 
useful tool for coverup of any manipulation 
by government. All that would be required 
would be a rubber stamp which would, no 
doubt, 
be 
used 
profusely 
on 
many 
documents to keep them from the wary 
eye of the media. 
The Criminal Code Reform Act of 1973 
would not only emasculate freedom of the 
press but it would end for all time the 
noble art of investigative reporting.

The Chief Purser of the S.S. 
France put it this way. “ When the 
Arabs quadrupled the price of oil, 
they wrote an end to The France as 
surely as if they had aimed a 
torpedo at her side. Do you know 
how much fuel we will bum on this 
round-the-world cruise?” 
If I had known 1 
would 
not 
have 
answered, 
would 
not have deprived 
him of the pleasure 
of administering the 
shock. “ Five hun­ 
dred 
th ous an d 
tons.” That is a lot 
of fuel. I figured it 
at 30 tons per hour. 
“ They talk about handling our 
deficit with little economies. Do 
away with caviar at night! But why 
do people come on The France in the 
first place? The point is we’re not 
the Holiday Inn. Then they say: do 
away with the free table wine. Do 
you know how much that costs us?” 
The shock this time was not how 
much, but how little. “ About 12 
cents per bottle. We buy whole 
harvests.” 
There 
was 
a 
little 
frenzied 
optimism as the huge steamer left 
Capetown 
for St. 
Helena, 
that 
Gaullist Pride might save this 
exquisite ship. Perhaps Charles de 
Gaulle would have put up the 
estimated 
$25 
million 
annual 
subsidy. The present government 
would not, and President Pompidou 
himself would go, and with him 
much of what is left of Gaullist 
pride, before The France completed 
the cruise. 


We got the bad news just as we 
pulled out of St. Helena, but the 
crew of 1200 took it as stoically as 
their Emperor 
had 
taken 
that 
“ damnable rock,” as he referred to 
the little island 1200 miles from 
Africa, 
1800 miles 
from 
South 
America. The only happy man in St. 
Helena 
that 
night 
was 
the 
gentleman who picked my wallet. 


I did not bother to cable the 
Diner’s Club. The next boat to St. 
Helena wasn’t due for four or five 
months. The only time there was 
ever heavy traffic there was when 
Napoleon was in residence, and two 
British frigates circled the 18-mile 
coastline, one clockwise, the other 
counter- clockwise, day after day 
for 
two 
years, 
lest 
the 
most 
explosive human force of the 19th 
century should slither out and bring 
tumult yet again to Europe. Instead, 
become listless, he lay much of the 
time in his bathtub at Longwood, the 
dreary house the British built for 
him dictating to his dwindling staff. 
When he died, Longwood was used 
to shear sheep, and finally the 
French 
bought 
it 
from 
Queen 
Victoria, and it survives scruffily. 
How will visitors get there, now that 
the 
p a s s e n g e r 
ships 
are 
disappearing? 


Places 
of 
exile 
should, 
one 
supposes, look like St. Helena, and 
smell that way. If it comes up tails 
for Nixon, San Clemente would look 
and smell like Longwood in a matter 
of weeks. Meanwhile, the sun, as it 


set, penetrated the clouds and put a 
halo on St. Helena for just a few 
minutes as The France pulled away 
heading for Dakar. The French Line 
thinks of everything. 
Contracts, always. St. Helena and 
Versailles, Dakar and New York. 
One wonders whether the sidereal 
fever or whatever it is that rages in 
your system in protest against going 
to sleep in Dakar and waking up in 
New York — isn’t parly a matter ot 
only of a metobolic resistance to 
traveling across six time zones in 
six 
hours, 
but 
of 
a 
cultural 
resistance 
to 
seeing 
so 
much 
contrast so sharply. 
At St. Helena, Napoleon, overlord 
of Europe, was surrounded by four 
courtiers and two women, and had 
seven servants. The 200 soldiers on 
the island were not at his disposal, 
but at that of the sadist who 
governed the island, his full-time 
warden. Tragedy was defined long 
ago as the fall from a great height. 
At St. Helena you feel the full horror 
of it, and it is best approaches at 30 
miles per hour, aboard a boat, than 
at jet speed. Easier to come, easier 
to go. But the accent, now, in 
uniformly on speed and Hie French 
will spend another quarter billion 
dollars to develop a supersonic jet 
while The France slips into drydock. 
They call that the wave of the 
future. “ So,” I said to the purser, 
“ in that case La France will go 
down?” He corrected me. “ Non, 
Monsieur.” “ Le France, pas La 
France.” He may be right.

What 
with 
the 
wonders 
of 
electronic communication and the 
enterprise of our news media we 
should have a very good close-up 
next year of the world s greatest 
famine. Computers will be able to 
reckon up the score of those who 
perish from month to month and 
with even a mediocre television set 
it will be possible to bring in to the 
living room the full drama of the big 
spectacular, and count the ribs of 
the dying children in the arms of 
their mothers in living color. 
If the United States is going to do 
anything to avert the expected 
famine the time, of course, is now, 
but there seems very little interest. 
The situation is fairly clear. The 
world’s reserves of grain are the 
lowest in history ( the normal 
supply is two or three months, but it 
is now down to about 27 days — 
hardly enough to fill the pipelines). 
The other big factor is oil. The price 
of oil has tripled and the world 
fertilizer price has soared (oil is 
used to extract nitrate fertilizer 
from the air). 
India is the easiest country to talk 
about because 
it has 600 million 
people and is the biggest of the 40 
nations whose populations total one 
billion which are the poorest of the 
poor, 
and 
comprise 
what 
the 
Overseas 
Development 
Council 
calls the “ Fourth World” in its new 
paperback Agenda For Action 1974 
(Praeger, $3.95). At best of times 
India needs a foodgrain harvest of 
106-110 
million 
metric 
tons 
to 
prevent famine, but the latest US 
Department of Agriculture report 
(April) estimates the crop at 102 
million tons. 
Food riots and political turbulence 
have begun in parts of India and 
some aren’t sure democracy will 
survive. It’s worse elsewhere. You 
have probably been reading of 
starvation in parts of Africa and 
Asia, and the same conditions are 
apt to hit sections of Central 
America. The richer nations have 
been helping these non-oil producing 
developing countries for some time 
but unfortunately the increased cost 
of fuel and fertilizer will now more 
than wipe out what they have been 
receiving in grants. Oil alone will 
cost about $10 billion more. As for 
fertilizer a virtual embargo on 
exports is now in effect from the US 
and Japan. 
America isn’t much interested. 
That’s not the mood. Jam es P. 
G r a n t , 
p r e s i d e n t 
of 
the 
Development Council says that we 
ought to organize world action right 
away for otherwise “ large-scale 
disaster” looms. He urges that 
Americans eat less beef and more 
chicken because it takes about seven 
pounds of grain to produce a pound 
of beef and only two or three pounds 
of grain to produce a pound of 
chicken. (The famine countries, you 
see, eat their grain straight without 
going through the meat process, and 
Grant thinks we might send them 
the extra grain and save “ millions 
from premature deaths.” He says 
beef is the counterpart of the big 
highway gas guzzler, while chicken 
is the “ subcompact” in the food 
energy field.) 
This may be true enough, but we 
aren’t going to have any great food 
crusade, that takes leadership. Does 
anybody see any of that kind of 
moral leadership in Washington 
today? The awkward fact is that we 
have run out of food surpluses and 
there is only one way to give food to 
poor 
countries: 
through 
higher 
prices. Can you imagine Mr. Nixon 
appealing to the country to accept 
the burden of higher food prices in 
order to send aid to foreigners, a lot 
of them with dark skins? 
The United States is about the 
only country that could give a lead. 
Last year the Era of Plenty may 
have permanently tipped over into 
the 
E ra 
of 
Scarcity. 
World 


population will reach four billion 
next year and will double not long 
after 
AD 
2000 
by 
present 
projections. Where will supplies 
come for this enourmous passenger 
list on Spaceship Earth? Prices go 
up as too many people chase too few 
goods. But the United States is still 
the soundest and richest country. It 
depends less on fuel imports than 
the rest and the prices of its own 
great export, 
farm goods, 
are 
booming. The United States and 
Canada 
dominate 
world 
food 
supplies as the Arabs do oil. 


Obviously oil-rich Arabs and food- 
rich Americans should agree to help 
the poor countries. Such action 
requires planning, cooperation pnd 
sacrifice. But Mr. Nixon is in poor 
condition just now to ask for 
sacrifice. And his past policy has 


been to save on welfare at home, 
and to go easy on aid abroad. The 
volume of US help in the “ Food for 
Peace” program in 1973 dropped to 
one third. 
There is the moral argument. “ I 
think that in all of human history it 
has been accepted that the strong 
will help the weak,” Mr. McNamara 
said the other day. That has been the 
American tradition in times past. 
There 
is 
also 
the 
selfish 
consideration that hunger topples 
governments 
and 
brings 
riots, 
revolutions and war. America is 
going to take the risk. 
The official attitude is not to 
ignore 
the 
problem. 
In 
one 
international 
conference 
after 
another the US keeps a low profile. 
But the problem is there and will be 
seen before long; maybe on the TV 
set.
